PROLOGUE: 

Pittman Corry and Karen Conrad founded the Southern Ballet of Atlanta in 
1946 in order to display Southern artists’ work in Dance, Art and Music. 
Almost from the beginning they have had the assistance of Associate Direc- 
tor, Lottie Hentschel. In 1950 an Executive Board was formed which, like the 
Directors, contributes its time and effort without financial remuneration. 
This non-profit and civic organization, a self-sponsoring one, has paid its 
way in a community that has been culturally enriched by the company’s ex- 
istence. 

DANCERS: 

Southern Ballet has been a fine training ground for young people. Some 
have gone into the profession, some have danced semi-professionally, but 
most have made dancing with the company an avocation and means of self 
expression without having to leave their native city. Interesting alumni of the 
company include Ben Gillespie, formerly with the American Ballet Theatre 
and now in “Irma La Douce.” Cary Walker is beginning to dance solo spots 
with the Radio City Music Hall Corps de Ballet; Christine Robinson has 
danced with Eugene Loring’s Dance Players and in the San Francisco Opera 
Ballet. Andre Tavir is in the film “West Side Story.” Tommy Moore was in 
a national company of “Once Upon a Mattress.” Sandra Volkert who now 
dances with the Nashville Ballet Society is beginning to concertize in the 
Southeast. Nancy Gore was chosen by Hollywood Director Leroy Prinz 
to appear in the film “Symphony Across the Land.” Steve Allen chose 
Tamara Gunsard as Queen of the Emory Campus. Ginger Prince was a 
child movie star who grew up in the Southern Ballet and on the stage of the 
Municipal Theatre. She is now beginning to achieve principal parts in mu- 
sical stock in New York. Glenn Ryman danced “Laurie” in a touring ““Okla- 
homa” company and appeared on an Agnes DeMille “Omnibus” program. 
Several Southern Ballet dancers have danced important parts with the Mu- 
nicipal Theatre. Dean Taliaferro, at one time a member of the Junior Co., 
has been in “Redhead,” “Do Re Mi” and is now in the current “Subways 
Are for Sleeping.” Marilyn Miller recently appeared on a nation-wide Ted 
Mack Telecast. 

ARTISTS: 

The company has offered opportunities to young aspiring artist-designers, and 
at the same time has presented the work of established artists such as George 
Beattie, who is nationally recognized. William Hendrix is director of the 
Island Art Centre at St. Simons Island. Lee Fischer, trained at Pasadena 
Playhouse, worked at the Center for Continuing Education at University of 
Georgia, Athens. Alan Billings, graduate of Carnegie Tech, is currently 
teaching technical theatre design at the University of Delaware. Gerry 
Underwood was encouraged to enter the Fashion design field. Billy Rob- 
inson is working in New York. Jack Brock works in the field of Interior 
Design and Dan Kennedy in Architectural Design. Michael Manuel, formerly 
on the Technical Staff of the Royal Ballet, designed the costumes and 
scenery for ‘Dangerous Dan McGrew.” 

MUSICIANS: 

Two ballets of Eugene Kurtz have been produced. He is the recipient of 
an Atlanta Music Club scholarship and resides in Paris, France. Virginia 
Hutchings, while a teen-ager wrote “The Lost Princess”, is a graduate of 
Julliard and a student of pianist Rosalyn Tureck. Marjorie Riggs of Spar- 
tanburg, S. C., composed ‘Fantasy of Twilight.” Frank White, Jr., professor 
of areronautics at Georgia Tech, composed ‘Burnt Mountain Suite’ and 
Merwin Crisman of the Atlanta Symphony orchestrated it. The company 
produced Don Gillis’ “Atlanta Suite’ which was commissioned for the Atlanta 
Symphony. Southern Ballet has had three conductors: Albert Coleman, 
Stevenson Barrett and Harry Kruger; has offered employment to many At- 
lanta musicians over the years and has featured certain instrumentalists 
among whom are Donovan Schumacher and Jimmy Edwards. Rolland Tom- 
linson spent many hours as rehearsal accompanist,

“Tone Poems of Color” is a re-staging of that ballet, “Fountain Fantasy,” eliminating 
two numbers, retaining two numbers and adding two numbers. This was essential in 
adapting an outdoor spectacle to a proscenium stage. The ballet has nothing to do 
with fountains but is a divertissement in mood and color.

EDUCATION: 

The company has sponsored ballet lectures and films. P. W. Manchester, 
of New York Dance News, spoke on “Ballet” at the Piedmont Driving Club; 
Lillian Moore, dance Historian, lectured on “Romantic Ballet In the South” 
at the Atlanta Art Association. Alexandra Danilova presented “Great 
Moments In Ballet’ at the Atlanta Woman’s Club Auditorium; Dame Ninette 
de Valois, director of the Royal Ballet, was prevented from fulfilling her 
lecture because of illness. The company was instrumental in an advisory 
capacity in bringing the “Bolshoi Ballet’ film to the Fox Theatre; inaugurated 
the Catherine Littlefield Technique Awards which are given annually to 
company members who show the most technical progress for that year; 
established a Workshop this year that includes company classes and edu- 
cational dance film series. The company has furnished speakers and demon- 
strations to countless other civic and cultural Atlanta organizations; has 
all its Souvenir Programs in the Dance Archives of the New York Public 
Library. 


EXCHANGE and CO-OPERATION: 

Southern Ballet has furnished guest dancers to the Louisville Ballet Co. and 
the Mobile Civic Ballet; has presented guest dancers from the Birmingham 
Civic Ballet and the Jacksonville Civic Ballet. Pittman Corry has auditioned 
dancers for membership with the new North Carolina Civic Ballet (Raleigh, 
N. C.) and Karen Conrad has selected dancers for the Louisville Ballet 
Company; they have offered advise and encouragement to countless other 
regional organizations and have had requests for choreography from a 
group in the Philippine Islands. The company has furnished choreography 
or dancers to the Atlanta Civic Light Opera Co., the Atlanta Opera Co., 
Opera-Arts, Atlanta Moonlight Opera, Atlanta Municipal Theatre, Chil- 
dren’s Civic Theatre, and Atlanta Pop Concerts. It has co-operated with 
other local organizations in furnishing rehearsal halls and extras to the 
Ballet Russe, The Metropolitan Opera and The Royal Ballet. 


RECOGNITION: a 
Southern Ballet appeared to a nationwide TV audience when Dave Garro- 
way invited them to dance on his “Today” Show in salute to Atlanta. 
The company has been recognized by the United States Government as 
a civic non-profit, educational organization. The admission tickets are tax 
exempt. The Tschaikowsky Foundation of New York presented the Southern 
Ballet with a “Romeo and Juliet’ score in recognition of its fine work in the 
Tschaikowsky musical field. The New York Dance News, Dance Magazine, 
Theatre Arts and Dancer’s Notebook have published either articles, pictures 
or news on the Southern Ballet. The company has been sponsored in per- 
formances in 15 Southern cities. A Public Utility, the Georgia Power Co., 
recognized the Southern Ballet with a commission to create an original 
ballet to be presented upon the occasion of the dedication of its new 
building and “Lighting of The Fountains.” The City of Atlanta invited the 
company to furnish dances for the Civil War Centennial Pageant, “The 
Phoenix.” The North Side News featured a ballet, “The Princess and the 
Swineherd,” at its annual Kingdom of Sausagia Breakfast. 


BALLET FESTIVAL: 

The Southern Ballet of Atlanta sponsored the 5th Annual Southeastern 
Regional Ballet Festival at the Tower Theatre, and for the first time in the 
Southeast presented two Festival programs. As Host Company, they raised 
the needed money by countless ways and means including a short tour 
and a benefit-matinee. Although the budget that year was estimated at 
$15,000 the actual cost was $17,500. The company realized slightly under 
$18,000 and wound up in the black. Mayor Hartsfield proclaimed the 
week of the Festival as “Ballet Week in Atlanta.” Pittman Corry served on 
the Board of the Southeastern Association for a period of six years.

Ffeel this group of dancers is better informed about who 
they are and what they do and their relationship to the 
company. 

. »“QOur time not performing has been well spent. We 
Have been constantly rehearsing — working on technique 
and physical development and adding to our repertoire. 
Qur dancers have to have vehicles to grow in. 

“Within three years we will have something before 
the public.” 

In the meantime, he has moved the studio from Ros- 
well Road to the Cambridge Square Shopping Center in 
DeKalb County and has taken a hard look at the operation 
his mother and father started in 1946. He laughs and says 
that the company is a natural part of his life because they 
were conceived the same year. 

“When the founding director of a company dies unex- 
pectediy, the company has to go through a major period 
-ol-internal and external evaluation,” says Corry, who had 
similar experiences when he became assistant artistic 
‘director of the company after his mother’s death. 

“There was a deep resentment that anyone would 
take over my mother’s classes. Based on those experi- 
ences, I knew the reaction I would face. I am not assum- 
ing anything. I want to be as open as possible. 

__ “We have been taking every phase of the organization 
and looking at how it functioned in the past, how it func- 
tions now and how it will function in the future. A lot of 
the work is complete.”
